The Lake County Soil Survey 
report was officially accepted by 
the Lake County Board of Super- 
visors. ' 

This report is the result of work 
done during the past 10 years by 
the Soil Conservation Service, U. 
S. Department of Agriculture and 
the Lake County Soil and Water 
District. Preparation -of this soil 
survey has been financed partially 
by the Lako County Board of Sup- 
ervisors, 

This report can provide assist- 
ance to those who make use of 
Lako County resources, including 
engineers, land developers* the 
real estate profession, formers, 
those who work with farmers, 
gamo managers, and sportsmen. 
Units of government, including 
planning commissions, village 
boards, highway departments;

Illinois Attorney General Wil- 
liam J. Scott today continued his 
fight to preserve essential rail 
passenger, service for Illinois by 
urging that routes linking Chicago 
to 1G additional out-of-state cities 
be included in the proposed na- 
tional rail passenger system plan. 

Scott filed his recommendations 
in Washington, D, C. today with 
U. S. Secretary of Transportation 
John A. Volpe who is charged 
with the responsibility of drafting 
the new national rail passenger 
system. The Illinois Attorney 
General was' represented by. Spe- 
cial Assistant Attorney General 
Peter A. Fasscas. 

Scott was critical of the pre- 
liminary plan issued Nov. 30 by 
Secretary Volpe. He said the plan 
fails to provide "adequate inter- 
city service to, from,. and within 
Illinois." 

When the new Rail Passenger 
Service Act was; enacted, Con- 
gress was assured it would save 
80 per cent of the . existing: rail 
passenger service, Attorney Gen- 
eral Scott pointed out! Yet, the 
preliminary proposal would leave 
Illinois with less than 50 per cent 
j of its present passenger train op- 
eration, he explained. . 

As matters presently stand, the 
Preliminary Report could result 
in the virtual destruction of any 
viable rail service west of Chi- 
cago," Scott said. 

He recommended five additional 



routes be established in the west 
as part of the plan. These would 
•run from Chicago to Kansas City, 
Chicago.. Jo . ;Omaha,_;Chicagp .to 
Minncapolis-St, Paul, Chicago to 
Den vet', and Chicago > to Des 
Moines. 

Attorney General Scott also.sug- 
gested, that five additional routes 
running south from Chicago be in- 
cluded. They are: Chicago, to 
Nashville. Chicago- to Birming- 
ham Chicago to Atlanta, Chicago 
to Memphis, and Chicago to Lou- 
isville. 

Rail passenger service from 
Chicago to these southern cities 
is justified by "population, inade- 
quacy of existing alternate, ser- 
vice, and one additional factor— 
"a sizeable movement of lower- 
income travellers oriented to rail 
travel," Scott said. 

Scott recommended that .Chi- 
cago also be linked with six east- 
ern cities not included in the' pre- 
liminary plan. They- are Wash- 
ington, D.C.," Cleveland, Irtdian-

The Illinois Attorney General 
noted that interstate and intra- 
state, trains, such as passenger

Holders of Gl Insurance

cies, t . 

Administrator of Veterans Af- 
• fairs Donald E. Johnson said the 
higher dividends are possible be- 
cause of .increased interest earn- 
ing of the National Service" Life 
Insurance (NSLI) and United 
States Government Life Insurance 
(USGLI) trust funds. "■' 

He noted that dividends .total- 
ing $255 * million and averaging 
about $64 apiece will- go to about 
4,000,000 veterans with NSLI 
(World War. II) policies. 

The 163,400 veterans with US- 
GLI' 'World War D- policies will 
receive $20 million in dividends, 



averaging about $122 apiece. All 
dividends will be paid in 1971 on 
tho anniversary .dates of the poli- 
cies, Johnson said. 

The VA 'Administrator stressed 
that since payment of dividends 
will be automatic, veterans need 
not write to the VA to receive 
payment. Veterans who have in- 
structed VA to retain their divi- 
dends will receive appropriate 
statements, he advised. 

In 1970, more than 4,191,000 
veterans with NSLI and USGLI 
policies averaged more than $115 
apiece, while those with NSLI 
policies averaged, nearly $6. 

Johnson explained that the 
amount of dividends a veteran re- 
ceives depends on such factors as 
the plan of insurance, age of the 
insured, age of the policy and its 
face value.

When a herd of animals gets 
too big for the habitat supporting 
it, standard practice says you thin 
out the animals. Otherwise they're 
going to die anyway. 

For the Refuge staff shooting or 
trapping 1,000-plus deer on 18,000 
acres would have been a difficult 
if not impossible job. So Fish and 
Wildlife decided to. conduct a 10- 
day controlled hunt, hoping It 
would result in the twin benefits 
of necessary herd reduction and 
recreation for Illinois hunters. Not 
;too'f;:mahy • of-^ BUno'ls* licensed 
hunters ever bag a deer. 

Eight thousnad of them applied 
for permits to get a crack at; one 
during that first-of-a-kind controll- 
ed deer hunt on the Crab Orchard 
Refuge in January, 19G6. 

They had to shoot from stands 
and they had to leave via check- 
out stations. During the 10. days 
a total of 3,232 hunters from all 
but four of the 102 counties in Illi- 
nois took part in the harvest. 

They fired 5,077 shots and killed 
1,073 deer. In addition, hunt offi- 
cials collected another 36 dead or 
crippled deer. . 

More than a third of the hunt- 
ers took home a deer, .a -success 
percentage far above the average 
for open seasons in the. state. Not 
a single shooting accident was 
reported. 

Most hunters thought it was a 
success and the management goal 
of a 50 per cent herd reduction 
was attained without conflict. 

What's happened since? In the 
past ftvc years the Crab Orchard 
deer herd is right back where it 
was before the hunt— census tak- 
ers put their numbers at about 
2,200. 

Will there be another controlled 
hunt? Nobody's saying right 
now. But there" is evidence that 
the pouplation has, in fact, estab- 
lished itself at these numbers: 
that there's a bleed-off of surplus 
deer into other parts of William- 
son County and the herd growth 
rate on .the Refuge itself is ex- 
tremely low. . - 

The inviolate - area may well 
stay that way for some time to 
come. ' . "\
